“|Targely based on different’ views re- 


garding the tutelage period. The 
year 1928 was a good time to end 
the military period. It was laid 


down by Sun Yat-sen that the peo-, 


ple be given many political and per- 
sonal rights, so as to help them to- 
wards" selfgovernment, and the 
Party should help the people to- 
wards democracy. 

‘The purpose of the Revolution 
was to obtain democracy, but in- 
stead, they were getting a dictator- 
ship; so now he felt he must oppose 
Chiang in the iriterest of de-' 
mocracy. 

It was desirable to restore diplo- 
matic relations with Russia, as Bri- 
tain had done, provided ‘these rela- 
tions were on a footing of absolute 
equality ‘and mutual interest.
